7. Newman et al. taught the invention (clainn 14) as claimed adapting a program to 
exit a multi-screen HTML files (fig. 4, scroll arrows right hand side of figure) from the 
plurality of exit points (figure 2D ) ; retaining the exit points allowing the user to traverse 
of screens of another multi-screen HTML file (fig. 6, 386, 394, figure 2d, coL 10, line 10 
- col. 1 1 , line 1 5) and return from the exit point (fig. 6, 386, 394, figure 2d, col. 1 0, line 
10-col. 11, line 15). 

8. As to claim 15, Newman taught the HTML file contains more than one HTML files 
(col. 2, line 64-70). 

9. Claim 10 fails to teach above or beyond claims 14-15 and is rejected for the 
reasons set forth above.
